WHliRliAS, with the prime aim of long term protection and conserv afioa of Asiatic Uon and 
the rare and endangered biological diversity, the 17827.29 hectare of Chrnar reserve Forest in 
junagadh T’aluka and Bhesan T’aluka of Junagadh District was dedaietl as (iirnar Wildlife 
Sanctuary; 

AND WHEREAS, Girnar forests categorised as Southern T ropical Dr}' Deciduous and Dry' teak 
Forest supports rich plant bio diversity', and also a variety' of mammals, reptiles, insects and 
avifauna and is a catchment of Important rivers like Sonrakh, Gudajab, ].oi and thus plays an 
important role in recharging the water table of Junagadh and the latest lion census figures of 
2005 reports 17 Asiatic Lions; 

AND WHEREAS, the extremely closed vicinity of the sanctuary to human habitation, on going 
developmental activities, industrialisation and mining activities around the sancmary, necessitate 
the requirement of proper safeguards and control over such activities in the view of long term 
wildlife conservation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause 
(v) and clause (xiv) of sub — section (2) of section 3 of the linvironmeiit (l^rotection) Act, 1986 
(29 of 1986) and sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the ('entral 
Government hereby notifies the area within the boundary described below in the Ciirnar Reser\ c 
Forest in Junagadh and Bhesan Talukas of junagadh District in the State of Gujarat as the Eco 
sensitive Zone (herein after called as the Cnrnar Eco-sensitivc Zone):-

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Boutidaries of Gitnar Bco-sensitive Zone. — 

(1) Gimar Eco-sensitive Zone shall be with a peripheral area of about 9317.58 hectare including 
27 villages of Jmiagadh and Bhesan Talukas; the map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is appended to 
this notification as Annexute A and the list of the villages falling within Gimar Eco-sensitive 
Zone is appended as Annexure B. 

(2) All activities in the Gimar Eco-sensitive Zone shall be governed by the provisions of the 
Wild Ijfe (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972), die Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 (69 of 1980) 
and the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (290-1986). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Gimar Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) A Zonal Master Plan for the Gimar Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this notification 
in the Official Ga 7 ette and approved by the Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Government of India. 

(2) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned State 
Departinents of Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, Municipal, 
Revenue and the Gujarat State Pollution Control Board for integrating environmental 
and ecological considerations into it 

(3) The Zonal Master plan shall provide for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of 
existing water bodies, management of catchment areas, watershed management, 
groundwater management, soil and moisture conservation, needs of local community and 
such other aspects of the ecology and environment that need attention. 

(4) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing worshipping places, village 
settlements, types and kinds of forests, agricultuml areas, fertile lands, green areas, 
horticultural areas, orchards, lakes and other water bodies. 

(5) No change of land use from green uses such as tea gardens, horticulture areas, agriculture 
parks and others like places to non green uses shall be permitted in die Zonal Master 
Plan, except that striedy limited conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet 
the residential needs of the existing local residents together with natural growth of the 
existing local populations, without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(6) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the Monitoring Committee for 
any decision to be taken by them including consideration for relaxation. 

(7) All the human habitation areas with populations of 5000 and above shall have Area 
Development Plan and be prepared under the guidance of local self Government. 

(8) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and approval 
thereof by the Ministry of Environment and Forests all new constructions shall be 
allowed only after the proposals are scrutinised and approved by the Monitoring 
Committee as referred in paragraph 4. 

(9) There shall be no consequential reduction in Forest area. Green area and Agricultural 
area and the unused or xmproductive agricultural areas may be converted into forest 
areas. 

(10) ^ The State Government shall specify additional measures, if necessary, in furtherance' of 

” I the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this notification. 
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3. Regulated ot testrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone.— 

(1) Industrial Units; On or after the publication of this notification, no polluting industries 
shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the non-polluting industries in the region 
may be considered with the provision of minimum of 50 meter wide green belt 

(2) Construction Activities; In the villages Patla, Vishal Hadmatiya, Mendpard, Dhudhala, 
Malida, Pasvala, Kariya, Samatpara, Patwad, Chhodwadi, Navanaghaniya, Mandlikpur, Bandhala, 
Bhalgam, Mandanpara, Toraniya and Khadiya, the farm houses, hotels, resorts and such other 
activities that might lead to unregulated tourism shall be strictly controlled and shall be 
monitored by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4, 

(3) Quartying and Mining; No mining shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone and no 
major changes in landscape shall be allowed that affects the hydrology and ecology of the region. 

(4) Trees; Felling of trees on forest should be as per the Working Plan or Management Plan 
approved by the Competent Authority and the felling of trees on private or revenue lands may 
be allowed in accordance with the State regulations. 

(5) Tourism; Tourism activities shall be as per as Tourism Master Plan which shall emphasize 
on ecotourism, eco-education and eco-development and be prepared by the Department of 
Environment and Forest in collaboration with Department of Tourism which shall be a 
component of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(6) Ground Water: Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide 
agricultural and domestic consumption of the occupier of the plot and no extraction of ground 
water for commercial and industrial complexes shall be permitted except with the prior approval 
of the State Ground Water Board and all steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or 
pollution of water including from agriculture. 

(7) Use of Plastics: No person shall use plastic carry bags within the Eco-sensitive zone area 
and the disposal of plastic articles shall be strictly regulated. 

(8) Noise pollution: The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, Gujarat 
shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise in the Eco- 
sensitive Zone. 

(9) Discharge of effluents: No untreated ot industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(10) Solid Wastes: (a) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 notified by the 
Central Government vide notification number S.O. 908 (E), dated the September 2000, as 
amended from time to time. 

(b) (i) the local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into 
biodegradable and non-biodegradable components; 

(ii) the biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture; 
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(iiQ tlie inotg^uoic matedal may be di^>osed in an envitonmoitaUy acceptable manner at site 
identified outside die Eco-sensimre Zone; and 
(^) no burning or incineradon of solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensidve Zxme, 

(11) Natural Springs: Ibe catchment areas of all springs shall be identified and plans for dieir 
conservation and rejuvenation of those that have tun dry, in their natural setting shall be 
incorporated in die Zonal Master Plan and the strict guidelines diall be drawn up by die State 
Government to ban development activities at or near these areas. 


4. Mbnitoriiig Committee. - 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 (29 or i98Q, die Central Government hereby constitutes a 
committee to be called die Gitoar Eco-sensitive 2^one Monitoring Committee to 
monitor the con^liance of this notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee referred to in sub-paragc^h (1), shall consist of not mote 
than ten members who shall represent the following name^> 

(a) Collector, Junagaih — Chairman; 

(b) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Cjk>vetnment of India - 
Member; 

(c) one representative of Non-govemmental Organizations wotkii^ in die field of 
environment ^eluding heritage consetvatimi) to be nominated by the Government 
of India - Member, 

(d) Regional Officer, Gujarat State Pollution Control Board, Junagarh - Member; 

(e) Senior Town Plaimer of the area - Member, 

(f) Deputy Conservator of Forests (In Charge of the Sanctuary), Junagarh — Meinber 
Secretary 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the compliance 

of die provisions of this notification. 

(4) In case of activities requiting prior permission or environmental clearance, such matters shall 
be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority, which shall be the 
Competent Authority for grant of the clearances in accordance with the provisions of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests number 
S.O. — 1533, dated the 14* September 2006 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii). 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the r^uirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or the Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of die Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 31** Match of 
every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(8) Die Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions, from time to time, to the 
Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of the fimetions of the Monitoring 
Committee.

Draft Notification 

WHERl^AS, the Narayan Sarovar Wildlife Sanctuary falls under a separate biotic province of the 
countty^ and represents a distinct gene pool of Indian arid region which posses abundant grass 
land, coastal areas with dense patches of mangrove forests, partial wetland due to the coast line 
and around 45 lentic wetlands of varying sizes and it provides home many rare and 
threatened species like Chinkara, C'aracal, Wolf, Leopard, Spiny-tailed Lizard, Desert (>at, Great 
Indian Bustard, J.esscr P’lorican, Houbara liustard, etc.; the sanctuary area is relatively very rich 
in minerals, the major minerals being 1 ame Stone, I .ignite. Bentonite and Bauxite; 

y\Nl) WMl'dlEAS, it is necessary to conserv'c and protect the area around the protected area of 
Narayan Sarovar Wildlife Sanctuary as L.co-sensitive /one from ecological and environmental 
point of view; 

NOW, 4TIL!,Rl‘4*ORE, in exercise cif the powers conferred by sub'Section (1) read with clause 
(v) and clause (xiv) of sub — section (2) of .section 3 of the I environment (Protection) Act, 1986 
(29 of 1986) and sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the 1 Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the (Central 
Government hereby notifies the area within the Narayan Sarovar Wildlife Sanctuary, in the State 
of Gujarat as the 1 Eco-sensitive /.one (lierein after called as the Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive 
/.one) the boundary of which is described below: 

Boundaries of Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(1) Narayan Sarovar Wildlife Sanctuary is located in the Western most part of the country, lies 
between Latitudes 23"2r N to^ 23”42’ N and I.ongitudes 68‘’3()’ IE to 68**57' IE; 
administratively, the sanctuary is located within the Lakhpat i aluka of Kachchh district of 
Ciujarat State; the Kori-creek surrounds the sanctuary on the North West and mangrove 
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forests on the West and no ptominent land featutes are observed on Cistern, Nordiem and 
Southern sides. 

(2) The peripheral area of about 22588.00 Hectare is proposed to be declared as Eco-sensittve 
Zone which includes the 28 villages of Lakhapat Taluka District Kutch and one village of 
Nakhattana Taluka District Kutch and two villages of Abdasa Taluka, District Kutch and 
8531*00 Hectare of forest land and 14057.00 Hectare of non-forest land. 

(3) It is proposed to divide the Eco-Sensitive Zone in two sub zones widiin the buffer zone of 
Z5 kilometer from the outer Ixxindaty of the sanctuary as foUou^: 

Sub Zone-A: The area within the buffer zone of 2.5 kilometer where the drainage lines towards 
the sanctuary area and the rock is relatively pervious; thus, on the one hand, this 
sub-zone will be a part of the catchments’ area for various water courses or water 
bodies in the sanctuary and, on the other due, the relatively previous nature of 
rock, water borne pollutants will have more effect on die ground water. 

Sub Zone-B: The area where the drainage lines travel outwardly away from the sanctuary area. 
Moreover, the rocks in this area are relatively impervious. 

(4) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is appended with this notification as Annexure. A and 
the list of the villages falling within Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone is appended as 
Annexure. B. 

(5) All activities in the Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone shall be governed by the provisions 
of the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972) and the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 
(69 of 1980). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone. — 

1. A Zonal Master Plan for the Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the 
State Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification and approved by die Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India. 

2. The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned State 
Departments of Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, Municipal, Revenue 
and the Gujarat State Pollution Control Board for integrating environmental and ecological 
considerations into it. 

3. The Zonal Master plan shall provide for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of 
existing Water bodies, management of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater 
management, soil and moisture conservation, needs of local commumty and such other 
aspects of the ecology and environment that need attention. 

4. The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate aU the existing worshipping places, village 
setdements, types and kinds of forests, agricultural amas, fertile lands, green areas, 
horticultural areas, orchards, lakes and other water bodies. 

5. No change of land use from green uses such as tea gardens, horticulture areas, agriculture 
parks and others like places to non green uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, 
except that stricdy limited conversion of agricultural knds maybe permitted to meet the 
residential needs of the existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing 
local populations, without the prior approval of the State Government. 
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6 . All the human habitation areas with populations of 5000 and above shall have Area 
Development Plan and be prepared under the guidance of local self Government 

7. Pending the preparation of Ae Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and approval 
thereof by the Ivlinistty of Environment and Forests all new constructions shall be allowed 
only after the proposals are scrutinised and approved by the Monitoring Committee as 
referred in paragraph 4. 

8 . Tbere shall be no consequential reduction in Forest area. Green area and Agricultural area 
and the unused or unproductive agricultural areas may be converted into forest areas. 

9. The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the Monitoring Committee of the 
concerned Eco-sensitive Zone for any decision to be taken by them including consideration 
for relaxation. 

10. The State Government shall specify additional measures, if necessary, in furtherance of die 
objectives and for giving effect to die provisions of this notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) Industrial Units: (a) On or after the publication of this notification in the official gazette, no 
industrial development within 500 meter of the periphery of the Sanctuary shall be allowed; 

(b) no polluting industries shall be allowed within the eco-sensitive zone, only non-polluting 
industries beyond the 500 meter periphery in the eco-fragile area shall be considered with the 
provision of a minimum of 50 meter wide green belt. 

(c) where the eco-fragile zone is limited to less than 2.5 km, the industry, if permitted, must 
ensure safe guards including 50 meter wide monitoring strip and 200 meter wide greenbelt ^ 
and 250 meter wide no activity zone shall be maintained in the 500 meter eco-ftagile zone. 

(2) Quarrying and Mining: (a) No mining shall be allowed in sub-zone A; if mining is done in 
this area then loose soils or mining pollutants would be following the drainage courses and 
may adversely affect the sanctuary area. 

(b) the mining may be allowed with various control and mitigation measures in sub-zone B as 
loose soils or mining pollutants which would be following the drainage courses would flow 
away from the sanctuary and, therefore, are likely not to adversely affect the water bodies in 
the sanctuary and, therefore, it may not have adverse impact on the habitat of the wildlife 
sanctuary. 

(c) The recommendations of Gujarat Ecological Education and Research (GEER) Foundation 
related to mining are appended to this notification as Annexure ~ C which shall be adhered 
to while carrying out any mining activity in the zone: 

Provided that the. Monitoring committee shall be the authority to grant special permission 
for Umited quarrying of materials required for construction of local residential housing, 
construction and maintenance of roads, based on site requirement evaluation. 

(3) Trees: Felling of trees on forest should be as per the Working Plan or Management Plan 
approved by the Competent Authority and the feUing of trees on private or revenue lands may 
be allowed in accordance with the State regulations. 

(4) Tourism: Tourism activities shall be as per as Tourism Master Plan which shall emphasize 
on ecotourism, eco-education and eco-development and be prepared by the Department of 
Environment and Forest in collaboration with Department of Tourism which shall be a 
component of the Zonal Master Plan. 
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(5) Ground Water: Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-6de 
agricultural and' domestic consumption of the occupier of the plot and no extraction of ground 
water for commercial and industrial complexes shall be permitted except with the prior approval 
of the State Ground Water Board and all steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or 
pollution of water including from agriculture. 

(6) Use of Plastics: No person shall use plastic carry bags within the Eco-sensitive zone area 
and the disposal of plastic articles shall be strictly regulated. 

(7) Noise pollution: The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, Gujarat 
shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise in the Eco- 
sensidve Zone. 

(8) Discharge of effluents: No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(9) Solid Wastes: (a) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal SoUd Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 notified by the 
Central Government vide notification number S.O. 908 (E), dated the 25* September 2000, as 
amended from time to time. 

(b) (i) the local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into 
biodegradable and non-biodegradable components; 

(ii) the biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture; 

(iii) the inorganic material may be disposed in an environmentally acceptable manner at site 
identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone; and 

(iv) no burning or incineration of solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(10) Natural Springs: The catchment areas of all springs shall be identified and plans for their 
conservation and rejuvenation of those that have run dry, in their natural setting shall be 
incorporated in the Zonal Master Plan and the strict guidelines shall be drawn up by the State 
Government to ban development activities at or near these areas. 

4. Monitoring Committee.- 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a 
committee to be called the Narayan Sarovar Eco-sensitive Zone Monitoring Committee 
to monitor the compliance of this notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee referred to in sub-paragraph (1), shall consist of not more 
than ten members who shall represent the following, namely:- 

(a) Collector, Kutch — Chairman; 

(b) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India - 
Member; 

(c) one representative of Non-govemmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment to be nominated by the Government of India - Member; 

(d) Regional Officer, Gujarat State Pollution Control Board, Kutch - Member; 
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(e) Senior Town Planner of the area — Member; 

(f) Deputy Conservator of Forests (In Charge of the Sanctuary), Kutch ~ Member 
Secretary 

(3) 'Ihe powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the compliance 

of the provisions of this notification. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such matters shall 
be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority, which shall be the 
Competent Authority\ for grant of the clearances in accordance with the provisions of the 
notification of the Government of India in die Ministry of Environment and Forests number 
S.O. — 1533, dated the 14* September 2006 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii). 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or the Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 3T^ Match of 
every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(8) The Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions, from time to time, to the 
Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring 
Committee.

\ 2-1 Pursuant to all the discussions, inference and conclusions drawn in the foregoing chaf ters, mming may 

be perm/Med in the sub- zone B indicated in the Map at Annexure-VU attached herewitn within the buffer 
zone of 2..5 km outside the sanctuary boundary subject to various mitigation and control measures 
mentioned below. 

Mining, if permitted in sub-zone B (map at Annexure-VII to the report) as mentioned above, would be in 
no case within 500 meters from boundary of the sanctuary and outside of the sanctuary, the strip of 500 
meters width mentioned at para-1 above would be divided into following three parts in sub-zone B (map 
at Annexure-IX to the report).

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NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st June, 2011 

S.0.1266(E). — The following draft of the notification, which the Central Ciovernment proposes to 
issue in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) 
of sub — section (2), of section 3 of the environment (I’rotcction) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), is 
hereby published, as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the environment (I’rotection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of a period 
of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Ciazette of India containing this notification 
are made available to the Public; 

Any person interested in making any objections or suggestions on the proposals contained in the 
draft notification may do so in writing for consideration of the Central Government within the 
period so specified through post to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003, or electronically at e-mail 
address: envisect@nic.in. 


Draft Notification 

WHEREIAS, the Puma Wildlife Sanctuary is one of the richest and compact bio-diversity 
patches covered on all sides by very good quality teak forests along with bamboo patches dotted 
in between and it maintains very rich bio diversity comprising of 61 tree species, 31 species of 
herbs and shrubs and 18 species of climbers, 24 mammal species which include some rare 
species, 18 species of reptiles, more than 3000 species of insects and more than 142 species of 
birds; 

AND WHEIREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area around the protected area of 
Puma Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive Zone from ecological and environmental point of view 
by habitat management aiming at improving and preserving the genetic resources of Puma 
Wildlife Sanctuary, reintroduction and rehabilitation of local species through breeding 
programmes, promote environmental education and ecological research; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause 
(v) and clause (xiv) of sub — section (2) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 
(29 of 1986) and sub-rule (3) of mle 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central 
Government hereby notifies the area within the Puma Wildlife Sancmary in the State of Gujarat 
as the Eco-sensitive Zone (herein after called as the Puma Eco-sensitive Zone) the boundary 
described below:- 

Boundaries of Puma Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) (i) Puma Wildlife Sanctuarv- is situated between latitude 2(F 51' 15" N and 21® 31' 22" 
N and between 73® 32’ 20" E and 73® 48' 30" E longimde;

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(ii) the total area covered is 160.8451 square kilometer. Entire sanctuary comes in Dangs 
district with the headquarters at Ahwa. 

(iii) Mahal is central place of sanctuary; 

(iv) the area of north is a continuous ridge with steep slope, which is boundary of Vyara 
division (Surat district); 

(v) other side of the sanctuary falls in Dangs district. Forests of the surrounding areas 
are also used by the Wild animals of Sanctuary. 

(vi) the map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is appended with this notification as Atmexuie A 
and the list of the villages falling within Puma Eco-sensitive Zone is appended as 

Annexure B. 

(2) All activities in the Puma Wildlife Sanctuary shall be governed by the provisions of the 
Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972) and the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 (69 of 
1980). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Puma Eco-sensitive Zone.— 

(1) A Zonal Master Plan for the Puma Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this notification 
in the Official Gazette and approved by the Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Government of India. 

(2) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned State 
Departments of Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, Municipal, 
Revenue and the Gujarat State Pollution Control Board for integrating environmental 
and ecological considerations into it. 

(3) The Zonal Master plan shall provide for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of 
existing water bodies, management of catchment areas, watershed management, 
groundwater management, soil and moisture conservation, needs of local commumty and 
such other aspects of the ecology and environment that need attention. 

(4) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing worshipping places, village 
settlements, types and kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, 
horticultural areas, orchards, lakes and other water bodies. 

(5) No change of land use from green uses such as tea gardens, horticulture areas, agriculture 
parks and others like places to non green uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master 
Plan, except that strictly limited conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet 
the residential needs of the existing local residents together with natural growth of the 
existing local populations, without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(6) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the Monitoring Committee for 
any decision to be taken by them including consideration for relaxation. 

(7) All the human habitation areas with populations of 5000 and above shall have Area 
Development Plan and be prepared under the guidance of local self Government. 

(8) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and approval 
thereof by the Ministry of Environment and Forests all new constructions shall be 
allowed only after the proposals are scrutinised and approved by the Monitoring 
Committee as referred in paragraph 4. 

(9) There shall be no consequential reduction in Forest area. Green area and Agricultural 
area and the unused or unproductive agricultural areas may be converted into forest 
areas. 

(10) The State Government shall specify additional measures, if necessary, in furtherance of 
the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this notification. 
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3. Regulated or testrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) Industrial Units: On or after the publication of this notification, no polluting industries 
shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the non-poUuting industries in the region 
may be considered with the provision of minimum of 50 meter wide green belt. 

(2) Quarrying and Mining: (i) No mining shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone: 
provided that the quarrying of sand for local use in river beds in Tapi and Ahwa-Dangs Districts 
may be permitted at selected sites in consultation with Forest Department with due safe guards; 

(ii) no fresh mining lease shall be granted in eco-sensitive zone and the existing mining leases, if 
any, shall be phased out with the term of current lease and no extension of those mining lease 
shall be allowed: 

Provided that the permission to collect sand and stone from river bed for local use at locations 
may be permitted at sites approved vide no. 8-104, 89-FC, dated 26/07/1990 under FCA~1980 
by the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(3) Trees: Felling of trees on forest should be as per the Working Plan or Management Plan 
approved by the Competent Authority and the felling of trees on private or revenue lands may 
be allowed in accordance with the State regulations. 

(4) Tourism: Tourism activities shall be as per as Tourism Master Plan which shall emphasize 
on ecotourism, eco-education and eco-development and be prepared by the Department of 
Environment and Forest in collaboration with Department of Tourism which shall be a 
component of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(5) Ground Water: Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide 
agricultural and domestic consumption of the occupier of the plot and no extraction of ground 
water for commercial and industrial complexes shall be permitted except with the prior approval 
of the State. Ground Water Board and all steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or 
pollution of water including from agriculture. 

(6) Use of Plastics: No person shall use plastic carry bags within the Eco-sensitive zone area 
and the disposal of plastic articles shall be strictly regulated. 

(7) Noise pollution: The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, Gujarat 
shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise in the Eco- 
sensitive Zone. 

(8) Discharge of effluents: No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(9) Solid Wastes: (a) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 notified by the 
Central Government vide notification number S.O. 908 (E), dated the 25'^ September 2000, as 
amended from time to time. 

(b) (i) the local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into 
biodegradable and non-biodegradable components;

(ii) the biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture; 

(iii) the inorganic material may be disposed in an environmentally acceptable manner at site 
identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone; and 

(iv) no burning or incineration of solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(10) Natural Springs: The catchment areas of all springs shall be identified and plans for their 
conservation and rejuvenation of those that have run dry, in their natural setting shall be 
incorporated in the Zonal Master Plan and the strict guidelines shall be drawn up by the State 
Government to ban development activities at or near these areas. 

4. Monitoring Committee. - 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a 
committee to be called the Puma Eco-sensitive Zone Monitoring Committee to monitor 
the compliance of this notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee referred to in sub-paragraph (1), shall consist of not more 
than ten members who shall represent the following, namely:- 

(a) Collector, Dangs — Chairman; 

(b) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India — 
Member; 

(c) one representative of Non-govemmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment to be nominated by the Government of India - Member; 

(d) Regional Officer, Gujarat State Pollution Control Board, Dangs — Member; 

(e) Senior Town Planner of the area — Member; 

(f) Deputy Conservator of Forests (In Charge of the Sanctuary), Dangs — Member 
Secretary 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the compliance 

of the provisions of this notification. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such matters shall 
be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority, which shall be the 
Competent Authority for grant of the clearances in accordance with the provisions of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests number 
S.O. — 1533, dated the 14^^ September 2006 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii). 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or the Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 3T* March of 
every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(8) The Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions, from time to time, to the 
Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring 
Committee.

Draft Notification 

WHEREAS, the Vansda National Park is a contiguous forest tract with good biodiversity 
forming with the Dangs forest forwards its eastern side, the forests of Valsada district also on 
the Southern border and the forest areas of Unai range of Vyara division, the major portion of 
the park forms a part of Ambika catchments; 

AND WHEREAS, the area harbored population of tigers in the past and harbours species like 
Spotted Deer, Palm Civet, small Indian Chvet, Barking Deer, four homed Antelope, wild Boar, 
flying Squirrel, Rusty Spotted Cat, Leopard Cat and many species of rodents, reptiles and 
amphibians, the area has several bird species typical of the Western Ghats and the moist namre 
of the locahty has facilitated occurrence of variety of shmbs and herbs of immense medicinal 
value and also many kinds of orchids, lichens and ferns exist in the forest making it unique in 
flora; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area around the protected area of 
Vansda National Park as Eco-sensitive Zone from ecological and environmental point of view 
by habitat management aiming at improving and preserving the genetic resources of Vansda 
National Park, reintroduction and rehabihtation of local species through breeding programmes; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause (v) and 
clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 
1986) and sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central 
Government hereby notifies the area within Vansda National Park in the State of Gujarat as the 
Eco-sensitive Zone (herein after called as the Vansda Eco-sensitive Zone) the boundary 
described below:-

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(1) (i) The Vansda National Park in Vansda Taluka, Valsad District is located between 20° 

51’ 16" and 21° 21’ 22" N latitude and between 73° 20' 30" and 73° 31' 20" E 
longitudes; which has hilly terrain having moderate altitudes and are extensions of 
Sahyadri range; 

(ii) the Park represents the Northern zone of the Western Ghat in Gujarat State along 
with Puma Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(iii) the Vansda National Park and Puma Wildlife Sanctuary together form 4.2% of the 
total geographical area of the forests in Western Ghat zone represented in Gujarat; 

(iv) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is appended to this notification as Annexure A 
and the list of the villages falling within Vansda Eco-sensitive Zone is appended as 
Annexute B. 

(2) All activities in the Vansda National Park shall be governed by the provisions of the Wild 
Life (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972) and the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 (69 of 
1980). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Vansda Eco-sensitive Zone. — 

(1) A Zonal Master Plan for the Vansda Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this notification 
in the Official Gazette and approved by the Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Government of India. 

(2) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned State 
Departments of Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, Municipal, 
Revenue and the Gujarat State Pollution Control Board for integrating environmental 
ahd ecological considerations into it. 

(3) The Zonal Master plan shall provide for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of 
existing water bodies, management of catchment areas, watershed management, 
groundwater management, soil and moisture conservation, needs of local community and 
such other aspects of Ae ecology and environment that need attention. 

(4) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing worshipping places, village 
settlements, types and kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, 
horticultural areas, orchards, lakes and other water bodies. 

(5) No change of land use from green uses such as tea gardens, horticulture areas, agriculture 
parks and others like places to non green uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master 
Plan, except that strictly limited conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet 
the residential needs of the existing local residents together with natural growth of the 
existing local populations, without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(6) All the human habitation amas with populations of 5000 and above shall have Area 
Development Plan and be prepared under the guidance of local self Government 

(7) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and approval 
thereof by the Ministry of Environment and Forests all new constructions ^all be 
allowed only after the proposals are scrutinised and approved by the Monitoring 
Committee as referred in paragraph 4. 

(8) There shall be no consequential reduction in Forest area. Green area and Agricultuiral 
area and the unused or unproductive agricultural areas may be converted into forest 
areas. 

(9) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for die State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for relaxation. 
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(10) 'The State Government shall specify additional measures, if necessary, in furtherance of 
the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone. — 

(1) Industrial Units: On or after the publication of this notification, no polluting industries 
shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone and the non-polluting industries in the region 
may be considered with the provision of minimum of 50 meter wide green belt; 

(2) Quarrying and Mining: (i) No mining shall be allowed within the Eco-sensitive Zone: 
Provided that the quarrying of sand for local use in river beds in Tapi and Navsari Districts may 
be permitted at selected sites in consultation with Forest Department with due safe guards; 

(11) no fresh mining lease shall be granted in eco-sensitive zone and the existing mining leases if 
any shall be phased out with the term of current lease and no extension of those mining lease 
shall be allowed: 

Provided that the permission to collect sand and stone from river bed for local use at locations 
shall be permitted at sites approved vide no. 8-104, 89-FC dated 26/07/1990 under FCA-1980 
by the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(3) Trees: Felling of trees on forest should be as per the Working Plan or Management Plan 
approved by the Competent Authority and the felling of trees on private or revenue lands may 
be allowed in accordance with the State regulations. 

(4) Tourism: Tourism activities shall be as per as Tourism Master Plan which shall emphasize 
on ecotourism, eco-education and eco-development and be prepared by the Department of 
Flnvironment and Forest in collaboration with Department of Tourism which shall be a 
component of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(5) Ground Water: Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide 
agricultural and domestic consumption of the occupier of the plot and no extraction of ground 
water for commercial and industrial complexes shall be permitted except with the prior approval 
of the State Ground Water Board and all steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or 
pollution of water including from agriculture. 

(6) Use of Plastics: No person shall use plastic carry bags within the Eco-sensitive zone area 
and the disposal of plastic articles shall be strictly regulated. 

(7) Noise pollution: The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, Gujarat 
shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise in the Eco- 
sensitive Zone. 

(8) Discharge of efiQuents: No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zon^ and the treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(9) Solid Wastes: (a) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 notified by the 
Central Government vide notification number S.O. 908 (E), dated the 25'^ September 2000, as 
amended from time to time. 
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(b) (i) the local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into 
biodegradable and non-biodegradable components; 

(ii) the biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture; 

(iii) the inorganic material may be disposed in an environmentally acceptable manner at site 
identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone; and 

(iv) no burning or incineration of solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(10) Natural Springs: The catchment areas of all springs shall be identified and plans for their 
conservation and rejuvenation of those that have run dry, in their natural setting shall be 
incorporated in the Zonal Master Plan and the strict guidelines shall be drawn up by the State 
Government to ban development activities at or near these areas, 

4. Monitoring Committee. - 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a 
committee to be called the Vansda Eco-sensitive Zone Monitoring Conunittee to 
monitor the compliance of this notification. 

(2) ITie Monitoring Committee referred to in sub-paragraph (1), shall consist of not more 
than ten members who shall represent the following, rtamely:- 

CoUector, Valsad — Chairman; 

a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India — 
Member; 

one representative of Non-governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment to be nominated by the Government of India — Member; 

Regional Officer, Gujarat State Pollution Control Board, Valsad — Member; 

Senior Town Planner of the area — Member; 

Deputy Conservator of Forests (In Charge of the Sanctuary), Valsad — Member 
Secretary 

(3) Tlic powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such matters shall 
be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority, which shall be the 
Competent Authority for grant of the clearances in accordance with the provisions of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests number 
S.O. — 1533, dated the 14* September 2006 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii). 

(5) 'The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or exerts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations dependii^ on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or the Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) TTie Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 3l*‘ March of 
every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

(8) The Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions, from time to time, to the 
Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring 
Committee.
